ANOTHER ATTACK

Picked Troops Mowed Down 
—Repulsed At St. 
Quentin.

LONDON. July 18—Having 
brought up heavy reinforcements 
all along the line the Germans and 
Austro-Hungarians in eastern Ga- 
licia have started what apparent- 
ly is a tremendous offensive 
against the Russians, From Bro- 
dy, near the northeastern border 
of Galicia, southward to below 
Kalusz, the operations are in full 
swing, but have not yet developed 
to an extent where particulars of 
the battles in their entirety are 


available, Be 

The latest German official com- 
munication announces that the 
Germans have accepted the gage 
of battle thrust upon them by the 
Russians and in a counter attack 
on the line guarding Lemberg 
from the east have defeated the 
Russians over a wide front near 
Zlochoff, which lies on the Tarno- 
pol-Lemberg railway line about 
forty miles distant from the 
capital. 

Fails Completely 

PARIS, July 19.—The official com- 
munication issued by the war office to- 
night reads: 

“The artillery was particularly ac- 
tive today between the Somme and the 
Aisne. South of St. Quentin a fresh 
enemy attack delivered about 1.30 
o'clock against the hillock of Moulin- 
Sous-Toutvent failed completely. 

“After a bombardment of extreme 
violence lasting the entire morning the 
Germans attacked our positions from 
northeast of Cruonne as far as east 
of Hurtebise, sending forward the fifth 
guard division, which engaged at sev- 
eral points in thick waves. The at- 
tack was a complete failure on both 
wink#;* only: in’ the: centre were the: 
Germans able to reach some elements 
of our first line trench, where counter- 
attacks arrested them after they had 
suffered additional heavy losses, 

“There wos a prolonged enemy bom- 
bardment on one side south of Corbeny 
and on the other as far as the region 
of Serny, where the German infantry, 
caught under the fire of our artillery 
ws not able to debouch. The artil- 
lery was active on the left bank of the 
Meuse. 

“During the day of July 18, also of 
19, 1,100 shells were thrown into 


Reims.” 
Volhynia Triangle 


To the north of Volhynia, and still 
farther north on various sectors to the 
Baltic Sea, especially around Smorgon 
and Dvinsk, heavy artillery duels are 
being fought. Near Lutsk, in the 
famous Volhynian fortress triangle, 
the Germans report the capture of 
many Russian prisoners. 

Apparently the Germans are intent 
on breaking the French line in the re- 
gion between Soissons and Reims, havy- 
ing delivered another tremendous as- 
sault from northeast of Craonne to 
east of Hurtebise. Into the fray were 
thrown picked troops, who were 
mowed down everywhere, and the at- 
tack, like others that had preceded 
{t, failed. Near St. Quentin, where for 
some time the situation has been calm, 
the Germans also delivered attacks on 
a front of about a half mile. Here 
they succeeded in pentrating French 
first line positions, only to be expelled 
from them in a counter attack, 


Artillery Stil at It 

There has been no diminution in the 
artillery duels between the British and 
Germans in northern Belgium, nor in 
the ceaseless small attacks the Brit- 
ish have been making against Ger- 
man trenches for many days. Around 
Monchy-Le-Preux these infantry at-- 
tacks have resulted in the British re- 
gaining all the ground they lost to the 
Germans east of Arras on July 11. 

Despite the terrific heat, the Brit- 
ish forces operating against the Turks 
have made a 12-mile advance up the 
Wuphrates, while in the Caucasus re- 
gion the Russians have carried out 
successful raids against the Ottomans, 


Driven Out British Lines, 


LONDON, July 19.—The British of- 
ficlal communication issued this eyen- 
ing reads: 

“Early this morning the enemy 
again attacked our positions south of 
Lombaertzyde under cover of a heavy 
bombardment, to which our artillery 
replied vigorously, His troops suc- 
ceeded in reaching our line only on 
a small portion of the front attacked } 
and those who entered our trenches) 
were at once driven out by our coun-} 
ter attack. . 

‘Later reports show that the raids 
attempted by the enemy last night 
west of Cherisy were pressed with 
great determination and strongly sup- 
ported by artillery. His raiding par- 
tles were repulsed by our infantry 
with rifle and machine gun fire and 
tailed to reach our line at any point,” 

Don't Show Fight, 

LONDON, July 19.—The Canadian 
war records office has issued the fol- 
lowing communication: 

“There has been the usual patrol 
activity. Hostile patrols have been 
encountered on several occasions and 
driven back to their own lines, The 
enemy usually ran away without 
showing fight and only one prisoner 
was taken, Hostile artillery has 
shown considerable activity, usually 
at night and particularily on the nor- 
thern part of the front, 

“Our counter battery work in con- 
junction with the Royal Flying Corps 
has been very effective and many hos- 


tile batteries have been successfully 
dealt with, The weather has been fine 
with few. thunderstorms and the 
troops behind the line have been able 
to carry on thelr training without In- 
terruptions,”

PRICE OF FISH 
MUST BE LOWER, 
’ SAYS HANNA 


Drastic Powers Oonferred Upon 
The Special Committee By The 
Food Controller. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

TORONTO, July 19.—"The question 
is being asked whether the special 
fish commission will need to assume 
control of the actual distribution of 
fish,” said Hon. W. J. Hanna, food 
controller for Canada today. ‘Such 
action may be necessary,’ he replied. 
“It is hoped, however, that the inter- 
ests concerned may adjust their 
methods to the requirements of the 
public. The price to the consumer 
must and will be lower. 

“The fish committee is now ascer- 
taining the proportion of the supply 
of fish which comes direct from the 
fishermen to the large retail distribu- 
tor and the proportion which goes 
from the fishermen to the so-called 
wholesale man, and thence to the 
smaller retail dealers, 

“I have vested in the members of 
the fish committee similar powers to 
those vested in me by the order In 
council which appointed me food con. 
troller for Canada.” 

The powers cited in the order in 
council and referred to by Mr. Hanna 
are very comprehensive and drastic, 
if the food controller and his ap- 
pointees choose to exert them. For 
instance the committee may govern 
the price of fish, or storage, distribu- 
tion, sale and delivery therefor. Or 
the committee, if it desires, may pur- 
chase, requisition, store, sell or de- 
liver fish. 


POWER TO ACT AT ONCE 


CHICAGO, July 19.—Members of 
the board of trade, recognizing a na- 
tlonal emergency today voted to dele- 
gate full powers to the board of direc- 
tors to take action at any time during 
the war which it may deem to the 
best interests of the board and of the 
country.

It is understood that the foreign 
office raised strong opposition to the 
proposal, but finally yielded. The 
South Manchurian railway company 
was also displeased, Simultaneously 
with this extension of the authority 
of the military the government is 
planning to inaugurate a special ad- 
ministration office to take the place 
of the so-called triumvirate adminis- 
trative system of Manchuria, an office 
which will involve the unification of 
the administration of Manchuria and 
will be directly under the control of 
the prime minister. The unification 
of the Manchurian and Korean rail- 
roads is expected to be carried out 
as soon as the special session of the 
Diet passed and appropriation for the 
construction of new railroads and the 
improvement of old lines.

OTTAWA, July) 19.—The special 
committee of the genate appointed to 
consider the bestimethod of conserv- 
ing and increasing domestic and over- 
seas trade that prosperity may not 
unduly suffer whtn the stimulus re- 
sulting from murfitions orders is re- 
moved, today madb several recommen- 
dations to the senate, 

First, the securing of orders for ov- 
erseas trade to replace munitions or- 
ders. 

Second, the financing of overseas 
contracts. To do this the organization 
of a trade bank is recommended, It 
would be known as the Canadian 
trade corporation. This would be 
similar to the British trade corpora- 
tion recently organized in the Mother- 
land on the recommendation of a com- 
mittee appointed by the Britsh gov- 
ernment. The British trade corpora- 
tion has for its objects the giving of 
advice and financial assitance to Brit- 
ish commercial and industrial under- 
takings generally and to further the 
development of British trade, indus- 
try and commerce; to assist in obtain- 
ing orders from abroad for British 
manufacturers aud traders and to 
grant financial facilities for the execu- 
tion of*such orders; to acquaint them- 
selves with conditions of trade and the 
business requirements of all countries 
of the world, andofo enter into bank- 
Ing arrangements,Wwith such countries, 
f ; Babtish. and foreign 
banks, or where necessary, to open 
branches in such countries, to estab- 
lish information bureaus to furnish 
British merchants and manufacturers 
with reliable data upon openings for 
trade, etc,; to act as an agent for car- 
rying through overseas commercial 
and financial transactions in which 
His Majesty's government may be in- 
tersted and to receive official recogni- 
tlon and assistance. 

The senate committee states that 
the Canadian banks and some of the 
leading industrial, and commercial 
companies and individuals of Canada 
are willing to undertake the organiza- 
tion and operation of a Canadian cor- 
poration similar to the British or- 
ganization, to conserve and extend 
Cunada's trade after the war, It is 
noted that while the British trade cor- 
poration, although not directly unde: 
the control of the British government, 
was nevertheless organized directly at 
the instigation of that yovernment, 
which has accorded them privileges 
and a measure of assistance and offi- 
clal recognition, 

The Canadian 
recommends: 

“That the senate of Canada forward 
to the Right Hon, the Prime Minister, 
Sir Robert Borden, a copy of this re- 
port of the special committee on the 
conservation of Canadian trade, with 
the request that due regard and con- 
sideration be given to the importance 
and advisability of aiding in such 
manner as may be desmed prudent 
and advisable the formation of a Ca- 
nadian trade and banking corporation 
which will mest the requirements as 
set forth.”

HEAVIEST AIR 
FIGHTING IN 
WAR PERIOD 


On British Front During 
Past Week, Says 
Maurice. 


LOSSES SEVEREST 
ON GERMAN SIDE 


General Pays Tribute To 
Gallantry Of English 
Troops. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 19.—Summarizing 
the military events of the past week, 
Major General Frederick B. Maurice, 
chief director of militia operations at 
the war office, said today to the As- 
sociated Press: 

“The British front has been note- 
worthy only for the fact that it has 
seen the heaviest air fighting in the 
history of the war with the losses sev- 
erest on the German side and the res- 
ults generally favorable to the Brit- 
ish, On land ther was only minor 
fighting without materia! change. 

“On the French front the Germans 
still are carrying on their policy of 
using picked troops for local opera- 
tions aimed at exhausting and harass- 
ing the French. The result has been 
nil and the policy is a confession that 
the Germans are incapable of attempt- 
ing any really great effort. 

“On the Russian front bad weather 
and floods have necositated the draw- 
ing back of some advanced posts 
without important change.” 

Supplementing his talk on the mill- 
tary operations Gen. Maurice’ re- 
marked; 

“I am told that in the United States 
the ordinary man has got a general 
impression that when any really stiff 
fighting job is to be done the English- 
man calls on the Australian, Canadian 
or Scotchman to take the van. This 
idea is being carefully fostered by the 
Germans with the foolish idea of 
spreading dissension or dissatisfaction 
between the branches of the Anglo- 
Saxon race and they soon will be try- 
ing the late propoganda to ‘push a 
wedge between Great Britain and the 
United States. 

“As a matter of fact, the greatest 
part of the fighting since the war was 
begun has naturally fallen to English 
troops—they are the largest part of 
the army and have borne the brunt of 
the work. The casualty lists show that 
English regiments have fought just as 
gallantly and bravely and have lost as 
heavily as any regiment in the Imper- 
jal army.”

Troops From Front To Aid Gov- 


ernment — Organizations 
Assure Support. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
PETROGRAD, July 19.—With the 
repentance of the military elements 


foncerned in the recent demonstrations 


and the repudiation of the cause in 
which they temporarily enlisted, the 
danger of further disturbanves by the 
Maximalists appears to be over for the 
time being. Today the city is normal. 
As a safeguard the. bridge spans re- 
mained opened this morning as they 
did yesterday, troops being kept in 
readiness for any trouble that might 
arise, 

During the night several companies 
of infantry arrived from the front to 
assist in the preservation of order, a 
detachment of Cossacks also reached 
Petrograd. Telegrams have been re- 
ceived by the ministers and council 
of deputies from various parts of the 
country protesting a lack of sympa- 
thy with the Maximalist movement 
and giving assurances of support to 
the workmen's and soldiers’ and peas- 
ants’ organizations. 

Only Kiev appears to have reflected 
in a min6r degree the disturbances 
here. A group pf soldiers seized the 
arsenal but other troops immediately 
took their station to guard the public 
institulons, Later they succeeded in 
arresting some of those in revolt while 
Se concerned in the movement 

ed. 

A special congress of delegates re- 
presenting all the councils of Russia 
has been summoned to meet at Pet- 
rograd, July 28, to determine the fu- 
ture composition of the cabinet and 
the government policy.

DEBATE ON RIGHTS __. 
OF NEWSPAPERS 


No Protection For Owners 
Urged Against Supprés- 
sion Provision. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


OTTAWA, July 19.—-The Military 
Service bill wan advanced another 
Stage this evening. It pavsed through 
committee, was reported and will 


come up for third reading on Tuesday, 
The final hours in committee saw a 
lively debate on two important issues, 
the question of the exemption of -li- 
vinity students from niilitary serview 
and the liberty of the press. The ex- 
emption of divinity students wus 
dropped from the bill on the motion 
of the prime minister and a diviaion 
was taken upon it. Amongst the Lih- 
ernls who voted for the cropping of 
the clause exe npting students were 
Messrs. Pardee, Grahani, Nesbitt, 
Ross, Douglas, Oliver, Buchanan and 
Guthrie. The Nationalists voted on 
the other side, 

The premier in moving for 
deletion of the exemption sald: “Di- 
vinity students,” covered a large: 
class than had been contemplated anit 
the term “clergy,” according to Mr. 
Marcil, included practically al) the 
theological and divinity students in 
the province of Quebec, 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier favored 
empting all divinity students, as 
Great Britain and the United States, 

Chenges made in the bill make  {t 
possible to suppress a newspaper at 
once for flagrant violation of this 
legisiation, that is, opposing or eriti« 
cising conscription, This brought two 
of tne newspaper members of the 
Opposition, Messrs. Oliver and Gra- 
ham, into the argument, They pro- 
tested that a newspaper owner should 
have the same rights as other men. 
Suppression of a newspaper meant 
destruction without trial. Mr, Meighen 
contended that a newspaper which deo- 
liberately violated the law should be 
punishet by suppression and 
amendment moved by Mr. Oliver was 
declared lost on division, 


Clergy anc students 


Sir Robert Borden said there is 
much force in what Mr, Graham had 
enid. The finance minister, he added, 
had fust returned from Washington 
and he would take the question up 
pwith him.

Sir Robert Borden moved that the 
Clause exempting clergy and divinity 
students be considered.

What Does “Clergy” Mean’ 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier questioned the 
meaning of the word clerry. The two 
greqt denominations, nglican and Ro- 
man Catholic had ordained priests 
whom they called the clergy. Did the 
words in the act also apply to the 
ministers ft the Presbyterian, Baptist 
and other'religious bodies? 

Sir Robert replied that the ministers 
of all recognized denominations were 
ir cluded. 

Hon, Rodolphe Lemieux suggested 
that al divinity students who have 
commenced their courses before the 
bill is formally sanctioned should be 
exempt. 

Sir Sam Objects. 

Sir Sam Hughes opposed the exemp- 
tion of the clergy as 4 class, 

Bir Wilfrid Laurier said that if the 
clause were restored to its original 
form a large number of young men 
who ought to be exempt would be 
affected—men not yet a part of the 
clergy. 

He disagreed with the views of Sir 
Sam Hughes, That had been the law 
in France, but it was strongly objected 
to, France would have done better 
to have followed the law of Great 
Britain, where the clergy are exempt 
from military service, 

He hoped the Prime Minister would 
not persist in his proposal 

Sir Robert Borden replied that if 
the Government had proceeded under 
the Militia Act, and selected men by 
ballots, there would be no possible ex- 
emption of divinity students, Under 
this bill they can claim exemption 
from the tribunals, 

Ample Provisions, 

Dr, Paquette of L’Islet and Edmond 
Prouix, Prescott, both urged that the 
words “divinity students” should he 
retained in the law. 

Hon, Frank Oliver said the provie- 
jona were ampia cnough tg’protect the 
divinity students of any church the 
government wished to have exempted. 

Hon, Seorge R, Graham remarked 
that in his church, the Methodist, the 
clergy did not want to be cxempt. He 
had received letters from the heads of 
varicus conferences saying they were 
anxious to do their full part, Ho 
added that in many towns the Metho- 
dist church had two places of worship 

and they would be willing to unite 
for the war 

Richard Blain, of Peel, interposed 
that there was nothing in the bill to 
prevent any clergyman who wished 
from enlisting, 


American Clause 


Mr. Lemieux said he could not un- 
derstand why we could not go as far 
ae the United States and he moved an 
amendment that we accept the Am- 
erican clause. It has been stated 
that there would be a rush to theolo- 
gical courses, He wished to protest 
against such an_ insinuation, He 
thought there was no man who would 
desecrate holy orders in order to 
avoid conscription. 

Sir Robert Borden remarked that 
the amendment moved by Mr. Lemieux 
was different from the American act, 
in that there was no date fixed. Mr. 
Lemieux remarked that he would have 
no objections to fixing a date, Sir 
replied that his information 
was that if they fixed a date for this 
summer, it would have no effect be- 
cause divinity students of last year 
would have already entered the minors 
and would not be Included, 

Sir Wilfrid Laaurier doubted wheth- 
er such students would be regarded as 
clergy.

New York, July 19—Charles H. 
Grasty, the New York Times corre- 
spondent, makes a strong lea for 
every available American ship to be 
sent to European waters in order to 
combat the submarine menace, In 
support of this urging he cables the 
following: 

“London, July 18.—The change at 
the admiralty, by which Sir Eric Ged- 
des succeeeds Sir Edward Carson, 
calls attention to submarine condi- 
tions, and there has béen a sharp re 
vision of opinion in the last few hours 
as a result of the re-examinati oi 
facts and figures. The prime minie- 
ter’s recent assurance had a sedative 
effect on the public mind, but discus- 
sion by well-informed persons, par- 
ticularly in banking ani commercia! 
circles, in thespast few days ,has 
brought out conditions that are dis- 
quieting. 

“Hoped” for Solution, 

The confidence in the submarine 
situation appears to have had no foun- 
dation more substantial than hope 
that some acientific method was eurely 
in the way of being found to put the 
submarine finally and entirely out of 
the way, The syllogism ia that Amer- 
‘ca is a wonderfully inventive country 
and America is now a belligerent; ergo 
America will invent a solution for the 
submarine. 

That partjof England which wakes 
up somewhat ahead of the rest hue: 
suddenly grasped a fact so simple that 
it ought to have been 1ealized and 
acted on long ago. The average mar 
has been thinking about food (whic!

RECOGNIZED 


Hospital Board Desircs To Give 
The City All The Assistance 
Possible, 


That, owing to the financial condi- 
tion of the city, the most strict econ- 
omy necessary in its administration, 
was the purport of a letter from Mayor 
Henry, received by the hospital board 
at its meeting on Thursday afternoon. 
The mayor asked for the co-operation 
of the board in carrying out the city’s 
affairs with the least possible expen- 
diture until matters improved. 

The chairman, J. A. McDougall, 
said that the letter-had been answered 
and the mayor Informed of the board's 
desire to give all assistance possible. 

Urgent Work At Isolation 

The board received a communica- 
tlon from the medical superintandent 
of the Isolation hospital, Dr, White- 
law, pointing out the urgent work re- 
quired to be done at once, in order 
to put the building in a better condi- 
tion, temporarily, at least, to carry 
out the demands made upon it. Dr. 
Whitelaw said that the financial posi- 
tion of the city had been considered 
{n making the recommendation. It 
was, however, decided to refer the 
communication back to the medical 
superintendent as the board contend- 
ed that he had not followed out its 
intention to furnish a report in con- 
junction with the advisory committee 
ef the Edmonton Academy of Medi- 
cine. 

Mr. Rutherford said that the inten- 
tion of the committee had not been 
carried out in the report. 

H. H. Cooper: He has based it on 
the financial condition; we wanted 
his advice as health officer, 

The chairman: He has given that 
and a little more thrown in, 

Mr. Cooper: Dr. Whitelaw has made 
for safety in introducing the financial 
situation. If anything does occur in 
the way of an epidemic, he can say 
that the accommodation is not what 
the medical officer would have had, 
if the money had been forthcoming. 

Royal Alexandra.

The floors were very bad and should 
be renewed. The nurses said that 
they could not be cleaned and they 
were always having to pick slivers 
of wood out of the patients’ feet. The 
committee siggested that an estimate 
be secured for new flooring or a cov- 
ering of linoleum, 

The board agreed to this being done 

$4,000 Required. 

It was stated that the city would be 
required to furnish $4,000 for the next 
month's expenses.

BATHING POOL 
IS POLLUTED 
BY SEWAGE 


ee 


Eighteen Inch Pipe Discharging 
Into Creek—Going On For 
Some Time. 


Trouble arose atthe Mill Creek 
swimming pool on Wednedday. There 
was every evidence of pollution of 


the water from some source, and ow- 
ing to this and the smell which arose, 
the children were obliged to discon- 
tinue its use, 

» Sanitary Inspector Graham visited 
the spot and made an inspection of 
the creek from the bridge on Whyte 
avenue to Gainer's packing plant, and 
reports that he found the water heav- 
ily charged wiht blood. About op- 
posite to the slaughter-house he found 
an 18-inch tile pipe in the bank dis- 
charging into the creek. 

Going On For Some Time. 

From the appearance of the grass 
and earth it seemed to him that this 
method of discharging of the sewage 
had been going on for some time. 
Inspector Graham says that he Inter- 
viewed Mr. Gainer, jr., and informed 
him of the condition of the creek. Mr. 
Gainer said that he had received com- 
plaints of the water and had tele- 
phoned the city engineer's and sewer 
departments that the sewer was 
broken. 

Inspector Graham states that he in- 
formed Mr. Gainer that the turning of 
the blood into the creek had resulted 
in the public being unable to use the 
swimming pool, and also that he 
should have the sewer connected. 

Superintendent Evans, of the sewer 
maintenance department, says that tee 

e 
sewer from the plant, in consequence 
of which the sewage was turned into 
an old pipe draining into the stream. 

Poor Place For Swimmers. 

Reporting to the commissioners on 
the matter, Dr. Whitelaw, the city 
health officer, says that he ts inclined 
to doubt the wisdom of having a public 
bathing pool in Mill Creek, even 
though no household sewage is _ dis- 
charged into the bed of the creek. 

As a reason for this statement, Dr. 
Whitelaw says that the ordinary sur- 
face drainage from a residential area 
found its way down Mill Creek, and it 
was altogether likely that the acciden- 
tal swallowing of water in the bathing 
pool, unless first sterilized, might be 
productive of typhold fever. 

The Health Officer adds that bac- 
terological examination of the water 
in the pool would reveal whether any 
dangerous contamination existed. 

Was Previously Examined. 

City Engineer Haddow says that be- 
fore work onthe poo] was started an 
analysis was taken of the water, which 
failed to reveal the presence of any- 
thing harmful. 

It is now proposed to make periodi- 
cal tests of the water if the use of 
the pool is continued.

Health Officer Claims There Is 
A Dispdsition To Avoid 
Quarantine. 


“The more serious infections have 
continued te be very slightly in evi- 
dence, but the minor infections: chick- 
enpox, measles, mumps and whooping 
cough show little, if any, diminution 
and are still quite prevalent,” states 
the city health officer, W. Whitelaw, 
in his report for June. The health of- 
ficer adds: “There seems to be an tn- 
clination on the part of householders 
and some physicians to diagnose real 
cases of mumps as swoilen glands, un- 
der which name, they hope to escape 
the modified quarantine imposed for 
the disease. Such carelessness or in- 
difference has been responsible for a 
large number of cases of this infec- 
tion, who were exposed to danger 
by contact with cases imperfectly or 
not fully recovered.” 

During the month of June, 12 pa- 
tlents were admitted to the isolation 
hospital, and three deaths occurred. 
The number of cases of communicable 
disease reported was 183 from the 
city and there was one imported case. 
There were 80 cases of meusles, 44 of 
mumps, 25 whooping cough and 23 
chickenpox, 

Vital statistics included 79 mar- 
riages, 138 births and 38 deaths. Of 
the deaths six were non-residents of 
the city.

Invention of Lightning Rod, 
It was on July 20, 1747, that Benja- 
min Franklin made his first experi 
nents with the kite in his attempt it 
draw electricity from the clouds. H 
had originally intended tu erect or 
some high tower a sentry-box fron 
which should rise a pointed tron rod, 
insulated by being fixed to a cake of 
resin, Electrified clouds passing over 
this would impart to it a portion of 
heir electricity which would be ren- 
lered evident = by sparks being 
emitted Philadelphia at this 
ime offered no opportunities for 
trying an experiment of thi 
kind, While Franklin) was wait- 
ing for the erection of a spire, it 
occurred to him that ne might have 
more ready access to the cloud regilor 
by means of a common kite He pre- 
pared one by attaching two crosa- 
ticks to a silk handkerchief, which 
would not suffer so much from the 
rain as paper. To his upright etick 
was fixed an iron point, The string 
was of hemp, except for the lower 
end, which was of silk, Where the 
hempen string terminated a key was 
fastened, With this contrivance 
Franklin set out the firat time he saw 
1 thunderstorm approaching. He 
went to the common with his son, 
who alone knew of his intentions, He 
kept his intentions secret because he 
did not wish to be ridiculed should his 
sfforts in the interests of science prove 
unsuccessful, as was only” too fre- 
quently the case among the ignorant, 
His kite was raised, A thunder cloud 
passed over it, without, however, giv- 
ing any sign of electricity He was 
on the point of giving up the experi- 
ment as a failure, when he observed 
the loose fibres of his string move to- 
ward an erect position, He now 
pressed his knuckle to the key, and 
received a strong spark. He was over- 
oyed with the result and repeated the 
xperiment several times, Thus the 
dentity of lightning and electricity 
were proved, Franklin at once pro- 
yosed to erect lightening rods on 
sulldings. He found many opponents 
to his proposal, Then others, who 
agreed with the principle, declared 
that the rods should have a dull and 
not a pointed one, Franklin advocat- 
d pointed ones and these in the end 
proved the better and have been used 
ever since,

Whatever his crimes, Sir Joseph 
Flavelle can hardly be supposed to 
be the only profiteer in Canada. It 
may even be that he is not the most 
greedy or successful of the frater- 
nity. Having exposed him to 
public condemnation, the authori- 
'ties are bound in fairness—as well 
as in the public interest—to ex- 
pose the rest. It is not a ‘‘goat”’ 

the public want, but the facts. 


The question of extending the 
time for registration having been 
raised, the point suggests itself 


whether some means cannot be de- 
vised for relieving the householder 
in the city from the necessity of 
registering at all. It certainly 
seems absurd that a person who 
has resided in the city for years, 
who perhaps owns property, and 
who pays electric light and water 
bills every month and telephone 
rates every quarter, should be 
required to journey to a registra- 
tion booth every summer and re- 
cord his name.just to prove to the 
city authorities that he is still in 
town. Surely the receipts issued 
by the various departments are 
good enough evidence of his pre- 
sence in the city—and, as pre- 
senee is the only qualification, of 
his right to have his name put on 
the voters’ list. It is fair enough 
to require a stranger to register, 
but the city surely has evidence 
enough of the physical presence 
of patrons of these utilities with- 
out demanding that they person- 
ally appear and prove the fact. 


The increasing cost of living 
has played its part in discourag- 
ing enlistment in Canada, and a 
large part. The allowances made 
to the dependents of our soldiers 
were fixed nearly three years ago. 
They were none too generous when 
fixed, and had the other disadvan- 
tage that part was to be paid— 
not by the nation in recognition 
of the nation’s debt—but from a 
fund collected by appeals for 
voluntary contributions, From 
the first the Canadian with a 
family dependent upon him has 
been confronted with the fact 
that if he enlisted his family 

| would have to get along on a very 
| moderate allowance, and an al- 
lowance partly drawn from what 
bore many resemblances to a 
‘charity fund.’? And as time 
has gone on the increasing cost of 
living has made it increasingly 
difficult for the soldier’s family to 
| make ends meet with allowances 
fixed under the less strenuous con- 
ditions, while instead of a pro- 
posal to increase the allowances 
to meet the added cost of sub- 
sistence the family has oceasional- 
ly been threatened by a reduction 
in the amount of the allowance 
when the voluntary contributions 
to the Patriotic Fund were not 
coming in freely, That trend of 
things has been by no means en- 
couraging to the man who would 
like to enlist, but who did not en- 
list because of the position in 
which his family would be placed, 
!f our Government had under- 
taken to provide for the soldier’s 
family in accord with the needs 
of the time, and to do it from the 
public treasury with no questions 
asked, there would have been 
more men in khaki today, The 
wonder is not that more married 
men have not enlisted, but that so 
many men with families have en- 
listed. 


EDITORIAL 


The five million dollars Sir 
Joseph Flavelle is said to have 
taken out of the public by profit- 
¢/ecring bacon would go a long way 
toward paying the increased al- 
lowances that are due the families 
of our soldiers to enable them to 
meet the increased cost of living. 
And what more appropriate than 
that money made by boosting the 
cost of living should be con- 
scripted and spent to relieve the 
soldier’s wife and children from 
the hardship imposed upon them 
by the boosting process? 


The Calgary Herald appeals to 
Liberal papers to ‘‘be generous”’ 
in their criticism of the Borden 
Government. The advice comes 
from about the most inappropriate 
quarter possible, and is in itself 
about as inappropriate as any- 
thing that could be suggested from 
any quarter. The newspapers 
opposed to the political principles 
of the Borden Government have 
treated that Government since the 
war broke out with a degree of 
forbearance such as no _ previous 
Canadian Government ever re- 
ceived—or was entitled to receive, 
Full allowance was made for the 
difficulties incident to the sudden 
plunge into an unforeseen war, 
and Sir Robert Borden has found 
no occasion to complain of the at- 
titude of the Liberal press toward 
his Government so long as a non- 
critical attitude was at all com- 
patible with a newspaper’s duty 
to speak for the public interests. 
Even last fall, when Parliament 
saved the Government from havy- 
ing to answer for its conduct to 
the public by an amendment of the 
constitution and by the suspension 
of electoral rights, there was little 
or no complaint from Liberal 
papers. This, despite the self- 
evident fact that from the com- 
mencement of the war the Govern- 
ment had been manipulating its 
war policy with a view to accumu- 
lating political capital and to pre- 
paring for a party success at the 
polls, The interests of the 
Liberal party were simply ignored 
by Liberal. papers 80 long as 
there was hope or cHance that, 
despite this political manipula. 
tion, the war would be prosecuted 
with a reasonable amount of the 
energy and capacity that was 
called for. Only when it became 
apparent that political advantage 
was the dominating ambition of 
the ministers, and that efficient 
direction-of our war effort was 
hopeless from them, did Liberal 
papers begin to call publie atten- 
tion to the bungling that has 
paralyzed patriotic impulse and 
brought discredit upon the coun- 
try. And had they done less un- 
der those circumstances they 
would have been traitors to their 
readers, To demand now that 
Liberal papers shall ‘‘be gener- 
ous’’ to the Government at the ex- 
pense of being disloyal to the pub- 
lic is a demand that has no justifi- 
cation, The Government is fully 
entitled tocredit for all that it has 
done toward the intelligent and 
energetic direction of the coun- 
try’s effort to make a worthy and 
resolute fight for life and liberty. 
It is equally entitled to be held to 
the strictest accountability where 
it has failed to give that direction, 
and where it has positively dis- 
couraged the patriotic spirit of 
our people. To ‘‘be generous’’ 
to inefficiency of government at 
this time is to be treacherous to 
Canada.

In Canada today, Liberalism, 
under its trusted leader, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, stands for the 
fiirst, and Conservatism, as repre- 
sented by the Government of Sir 
Robert Borden, stands for the 
second. Autocracy would pass a 
law infringing on the personal 
liberty of 100,000 of the citizens 
of Canada by the authority of the 
self-elected Parliament. |Demo- 
cracy would protect the liberty of 
the subject until the vote of the 
people permitted that measure of 
personal liberty involved in the 
Military Service Bill to be with- 
drawn, 

Under pretense of war emer- 
gency the liberty of the subject is 
to be arbitrarily. taken away— 
under pretense that Canada is un- 
able, or unwilling, to voluntarily 
fulfill her war-time obligations. 
While that may be a fact as to the 
part of Canada whose 27 votes 
placed and kept the Borden Gov- 
ernment in power, it is a slander 
upon all the rest of the country. 
Carroll, of Nova Scotia, lieutenant 
in the overseas forces and Liberal 
member of Parliament, asserted in 
the House of Commons on June 
28th, without contradiction, that 
his province had raised to the full 
and overflowing every battalion, 
battery and draft that the Govern- 
ment had authorized to be raised 
in that province, and he pledged 
the military spirit of the province 
to keep up to full strength by 
voluntary enlistment every Nova 
Scotia unit at the battle front.

| Purchase Of Discharge 
---—-- 

The right of a conscript to pur- 
chase his discharge under the mili- 
tary service bill was discussed at 
length in the House of Commons 
Saturday, July 7th. The bill is 
an amendment or variation of the 
Militia Act. Under the Militia 
Act a soldier can buy his dis- 
charge for $50.00 subject to per- 
mission, The Prime Minister and 
the Solicitor General stated that 
it was not the intention to grant 
permission to men conscripted 
under the bill because of war con- 
ditions, It was pointed out that 
on Friday the Minister of Militia 
had informed the House that 
since the war began 1,268 men 
had purchased discharges. The 
Government declined to define the 
purchase of discharge in the bill; 
so that matter will remain as it 
has been.

| Privy Council Decides in Favor of 
the Toronto Street 
Railway 


Toronto, July 19.— 
I, B. Lucas, attorney general, yester- 
day, conveyed the Information that 
the Privy Council has decided that the 
overcrowding of street cars is not a 
criminal offense or a public nuflsance. 
This judgment was given in the ap- 
peal from the judgment of Mr, Justice 
Riddeil, of the Ontario high court, 
which entered a conviction against the 
company, holding that overcrowding 
of cars was not only a public nuisance 
but a menace to public health, It 
was in 1911 that Mr, Justice Riddell 
found against the company and after 
much delay the case was taken about 
a year ago to the court of appeal,
